street, immediately adjoining, is a small, 
two-story housa 
It is a t present occupied 
as a restaurant, but years ago, according to 
the police of the Fourth ward, it was the 
headquarters of some of the most desperate 
thieves In the lower section of the city. The 
skeleton was found in a very small spa.©, 
and when the plumber was asked by the re­ 
porters how it liapi>ened that so large a 
skeleton was found in the small hole which 
he had dug, he replied: “Why it was doubled 
up so th at tho head and feet touched. ’ 
He unknowingly used the same language 
which had been published about A. T. Stew ­ 
a rt’s body in The Sun at the time the body 
of the famous millionaire was stolen, when 
’ it said: 
“It was taken out in a sack, and 
the body was doubled up, with its head and 
feet touching.” 
The bones were taken to 
the police station, where Mra. Buhl, of Cen- 
treville, N. J., thought she recognized them 
as those of her brother-in-law, Frederick 
Buhl, who disappeared nineteen years ago, 
but the teeth were gold-filled in some places, 
a feature th at Mrs. Buhl could not remem­ 
ber in her brother in law, while it is known 
th at Mr. Stew art’s teeth had been so treated. 
Mra Buhl has given up all claim to the re­ 
mains, and now the question is, are they 
those of A. T. Stewart? 
Stew art's body was stolen from the fam­ 
ily vault in St. M ark’s churchyard on the 
night of Nov. 
18r8, two years and six 
months after the death of the gneat dry­ 
goods merchant. 
A reward of $20,000 was 
offered by Judge Hilton for the return 
of the body and conviction of the ghoula 
The body was traced from the cemetery to a 
room in the vicinity, which is believed to 
Lave been 59 Hose street The offensive smell 
from the body, which had been discovered 
in tho graveyard, was in this room, but 
what was m orj convincing, some of the 
soil from the side of the vault, upon which 
the sack in which the body was placed htui 
rested was also found. 
From this point all

Now, after a lapse of nearly eight 
years, a human skeleton is found which, if 
it does not prove on investigation that of 
A. S. Stewart, presents a series of startling 
coincidences unsurpassed in the history of 
crime. 
Tho skeleton now reposes in a 
pauper's grave in tho potter's field, while 
the most splendid and costly mausoleum 
ever erected to sepulture an American 
yawns emptily in tho crypt of the beautiful

ma il's tailor-made wardrob e on this plan u sed 
to cost anywhere from 61,000 to
